Philip Bastedo was born in New 
York City on December 13, 1908, the 
son of Dr. Walter Arthur Bastedo and 
Helen Russell Kip Bastedo.

In 1929 he received his B.A. degree 
from Princeton University and in 
1932 he was awarded an LL.B. de 
gree from Harvard Law School. 

Mr. Bastedo was Deputy Director 
of the United States Office of Civilian 
Defense in 1942-43 and served in the 
office of Strategic Services here and 
in England, France and Germany as 
a civilian and as a naval officer in 
1943-45. 

Professionally, Mr. Bastedo is a 
member of the law firm of Wickes, 
Riddell, Bloomer, Jacobi & McGuire, 
and is a member of the Council on 
Foreign Relations and the Pilgrims. 
He belongs to various clubs, in- 
cluding the Century, River, Univer- 
sity, and Metropolitan (Washington, 
DC. 

In addition, he is a director of 
the United Hospital Fund and the 
Harvard Law School Association in 
New York City. 

Mr. Bastedo became a member 
of the Board of Managers of the 
Society in 1955 and was elected 
its President in 1958.

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IN MEMORIUM 


We note with profound sorrow the 
death of Dr. Russell LaFayette Cecil, a 
pioneering physician in the rheumatic di- 
seases and Emeritus-Chief-Clinic of 
Rheumatic Disease, and Consulting Phy- 
sician at the Hospital for Special Surgery 
since,1954. 

Dr. Cecil, who had recently under- 
gone surgery atthe New York Hospital for 
a brain tumor, was 83 years old. 

More than 40 years ago, Dr. Cecil 
became prominent asthe author and editor 
of ‘*‘Textbook of Medicine’’, which is 
now going intoits 12th edition. The book 
has received worldwide acclaim and is a 
standard volume in nearly every medical 
school in the United States. Dr. Cecil 
was considered this country’s leading 
authority on rheumatic diseases and his 
contribution to clinical, practice, teach- 
ing andresearch, and asa medical writer, 
had won him high esteem in his 
profession. 

He was born in Nicolasville, Ky., 
received a B.A. degree, cumlaude, from 
from Princeton University in 1902 and 
his M.D. from the Medical School of Vir- 


ginia 4 years later. In 1928, the College 
bestowed upon him an honorary doctor of 
science degree. Dr. Cecil continued his 
studies in Berlin and Vienna and then at 


Johns Hopkins Hospital in Baltimore. 
Following that experience, he was ap- 
pointed as resident pathologist at Pres- 
byterian Hospital in New York. In 1915 
he joined the faculty of Cornell Medical 
College. 

Dr. Cecil was a founder of the 
American Rheumatism Association and 
served as its president from 1937-1938. 
He was also the first president of the 
New York Rheumatism Association that 
was established in 1943. After serving 
as chairmanto the medical and scientific 
committee of the Arthritis & Rheumatism 
Foundation, now the Arthritis Founda- 
tion, Dr. Cecil joined the staff of the 
Foundation as medical director in 1954. 

Since 1958 he had been consultant 
medical director. 

Dr. Cecil’s long and distinguished 
career and association with the Hospital 
for Special Surgery will not terminate 
lightly. His contributionto the high qua- 
lity of medical care and teaching at this 
institution were significant in helping to 
develop the reputation that the hospital 
now enjoys.

This is Mrs. Gita Dhillon from Ceylon, a 
nurse presently studying at Teachers 
College and assigned to the Hospital for 
Special Surgery for a one month period to 
study orthopedic nursing. 


STUDY OF ‘‘BONE BANK’”’ TO BE INCLUDED IN 
WESTINGHOUSE TIME CAPSULE 


A complete study covering the use of biological ma- 
terials for the repair of skeletal defects will rest along 
side a ‘‘Beatles Record’’ for the next 5000 years. 

The study, which appeared in the Bulletin of the 
Hospital for Special Surgery was prepared by Dr. P.G. 
Carnesale, then a fourth-year medical student at the 
Cornell University College of Medicine and presently 
serving in the Air Force at Griffith Air Force Base, New 
York, was chosen by a fourteen-man Selection Committee 
headed by Dr. Leonard Carmichael, Vice President for 
Research and Exploration, National Geographic Society, 
to be included in the Westinghouse Time Capsule. The 
heart of the Capsule is an encyclopedic message on 
modern culture. Approximately 50,000 pages containing 
more than 20 million words will be preserved on microfilm 
for the peoples of 6939 A.D. 

The P.G. Carnesale study deals primarily with pre- 
served bone grafts and the various methods employed for 
their storage. Bone grafts are used to provide immobili- 
zation, to promote production of new bone and to act as a 
supporting trellis over which new bone from the host may 
grow in the repair of skeletal defects. Carnesale predicts 
that continued investigation will satisfactorily improve 
upon the current preserved grafting materials and that the 
bone bank will play an ever more important role in the 
future of orthopaedic research. 

Time Capsule II will be buried next to its predecessor 
at the Westinghouse Pavilion at the conclusion of the 
World’s Fair. Its contents are on exhibit during the 1965 
Fair season. 

Fifty centuries from now, archeologists hopefully will 
unearth not only this study on bone grafts, but such curi- 
Osities as a bikini bathing suit, a ball point pen, birth 
control pills, samples of rocks from the Moon, and repro- 
ductions of the Dead Sea Scrolls.
